Areas subject to the search include but are not limited to:
the exterior of the vessel;

livewells;

bait buckets;

bilge areas; and

trailer transporting vessel.

Any vessel at an inspection station found with an invasive species will be
decontaminated as arranged by the department and must pass a second
inspection prior to launching in Montana waters.
